BOSTON, Mass., April 10.—An offer 


from John D. Rockefeller to give a sec- 
ond $100,000 to the American Baptist 
Missionary Union was received today at 
the headquarters of that organization in 
this city. On Saturday the union ro- 
ieived a check for $100,000 from Rocke- 
eller, the amount representing Mr. 
Rockefeller's customary annual donation 
to the Baptist society, to be used for 
the people conducting the missionary 
vork in foreign fields. The contribution 
vas at once accepted an acknowledged.

Rockefeller spceified that the money, if 
accepted, 13 to be applied to the up- 
building of the missionary plants in for- 
eign countries, as distinguished from the 
running expenses of the society and sal- 
aries for clergymen. It was arranged 
that the offer would be lormally consid- 
ered at this afternoon's mceting^of the 
executive committee of the union.

ALL EXCITEMENT AT TOKIO. 


TOKIO, April JO.—Vice Admiral Ro- 


jcstvcnsky's second Pacific squadron has 
not been" reported here since it passed 
Singapore. Its whereabouts and the 
plans of Vice Admiral Rojcstvensky are 
subject!) of keenest speculation. 


It is quite generally assumed that 


Vice Admiral Rojestvensky does not dc- 
eiro an immediate battle, and that he 
•will attempt to reach Vladivostok lyhero 
there are docks, nnd shops or seize a 
base. The latter course is deemed un- 
satisfactory on account of poor facili- 
ties aud the danger of political compli- 
cations. Many believe that the Russian 
naval commumk-r has n. secret rendez- 
vous in the Pacific ocean aud that he 
will speedily quit the China sea and go 
eastward of the Philippines, If Vladivo- 
stok is his objective tho Pacific is con- 
sidered to be more favorable for the ac- 
complishment of his purpose, although 
it largely depends on Vice Admiral Ro- 
jcslvcnsky himself.

MAY BE MISSING SHIPS. 


AMSTERDAM, April 10.—A dispatch 


to the Hnndlcblad from Batavia, Island 
of Java, says that a Russian squadron 
is near Jluiitok and that it is expected 
to arrive at Batavia today. 


There are two Muntoks in the East 


Indies, one comparatively near Baiavia 
nnd the other far distant from that port. 
To reach cither of them it would seem 
that the squadron referred to may hnvo 
entered the Java 
scu 
through the 


straits of Sunda though it is possible 
that port of the Russian squadron which 
passed Singapore Saturday 
may have 


turned south when out of sight of land 
and have reached Muntok, on the island 
of Banka, off the southeast const of the 
Island of Sumatra and some 250 miles 
from Batavia. The second Muntok is 
(situated at the extreme northeastern 
part of the island of Celebes /and is too 
far away to enable a squadron there to 
reach Batnvia under about five days.

ST. PETERSBURG, April 10.—Tlie 


first Pan-Russian congress of attorneys 
took place today in the hall of the Im- 
perial Economic Society. There were 
180 delegates present. The police,- how- 
ever, entered the hull and dispersed the 
delegates as the meeting had not been 
authorized to assemble. Before the po- 
lice actually 
interfered the congress 


adopted resolutions 
providing for the 


formation of an association to foster so- 
cial nnd professional intercourse and to 
strive for tlie political freedom of Rus- 
sia on the basis of a democratic consti- 
tution and also to combine with other 
associations having the same aims. As 
soon as the resolutions were, passed 
amid tremendous enthusiasm, the pres- 
ident, M. Taurchaninoff, announced that 
the chief of police required the meeting 
to disperse because it had not been sanc- 
tioned by the authorities. The delegates 
refused to leave the hall c:;cept under 


hysieal force nnd the chief of police en- 
.ered the hnll with two hundred men. 
Tlie delegates protested that the order 
.0 disperse was verbal nnd therefore il- 
egal and that moreover it wns contrary 
.0 the terms of the imperial rescript of 
March 3, but the delegates eventually 
,eft the building hooting defiantly and 
with the police behind them. Mounted 
;roops were immediately posted as sen- 
tries at the entrances to the hnll.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April 10,—While

WASHINGTON, April 
10—Tlie su- 


preme court of.the United States today 
held that portion of the Alaska code 
providing for a- jury of six men to be un- 
constitutional. 
The opinion was by Jus- 


tice White and was based on the ground 
that Alaska is a part of the territory of 
the United States in the full sense of the 
word. 


The case in which the opinion was ren- 


dered was that of Fred Rasmussen vs. 
the United States. Rasmussen was in- 
dieted for keeping a disorderly house, and 
took exception to being tried by a jury 
of only six members. 


Justice Brown dissented from the find- 


ing of the court nnd Justice Harlnn whRe 
concurring in the result, delivered an in- 
. dependent opinion in which he announced 
wide divergence from the reasoning by 
which the result was arrived at. 


OBITUARY.

Edward Jensen, editor and proprietor 


of the Folkets Avis, lending paper of its 
dnd in the southern part of Wisconsin, 
died cnrly Sunday morning at his home, 
432 Main street. 


Mr. Jensen was born in Fredericks- 


town, Norway, in 1830, and came to this 
country nearly forty years ngo. By 
trade he-was a printer and considered 
one of the best in the business. For 
many years he was employed in large 
offices-at Chicago. 


During the- year 1881 he came to Ra- 


cine and -shortly after,became proprie- 
tor of the Folkets Avis and built it up 
to an influential journal among tlie 
Scandinavian people. In Norwegian and 
Danish circles Mr. Jensen was well and 
favorably known and highly estoejned 
nnd respected. He was considered an 
honest, upright and fair minded man in 
all of his dealings. 


A wife and several children survive. 


He was a member of the Royal League 
nnd 'other societies. The funeral will 
take place from the house, 432 Main 
street, Wednesday afternoon at 
two 


o'clock. 


Mrs. Eugene Phclps, widow of the 


late Charles Phelps, died Sunday morn- 
ing at 7:15 o'clock, at the home of her 
daughter, Mrs, George Van Wie, at My- 
gatt's Comers, nged 60 years. 


Deceased had been a resident of the 


county" since she was one year old and 
i-as known as one of the early pioneers. 
She wns a woman possessed of those 
sterling traits of character that endear- 
ed her to nil with whom she came in con- 
tact.

where she resided so many years. There 
survives to mourn her death seven child- 
ren, three sons and four daughters.

LEFT TO LJGf T STORE. 


Mr. Jacobsen wns.-'employed in the 


store of F. B. Beswick seventeen years. 
It is customary to light the store even- 
ings and this was a pnrt of Mr. Jncob- 
sen's duty. He left home last evening 
about 7:30 o'clock, informing his wife 
that he would return in a short time. 
The hours wore away and he did not 
come. While slightly nervous Mrs. Ja- 
cobsen did not become over anxious, but 
deemed it strange that her husband 
stayed out so late, as he was not accus- 
tomed to do EO. 


BECAME ALARMED. 


After 11 o'clock when he .failed to ap- 


pear she became alarmed and with her 
mother and brother, came down town 
and summoned Mr. -Bcswick by phone. 
He met them and Mrs, Jneobsen told her 
fears nnd thought perhaps her husband 
might be in the store sick. Investiga- 
tion revealed that he- had been there, 
lighted the gns and every thing was all 
ight. No one could -be found who hnd 
ecu her husband and she wns sure that 
m the way home he had been attacked 
iy tramps or other persons, robbed and 
iis body disposed of. She seemed to 
hink that West Sixth street bridge, ft 
dark and rather dismal locality, was the 
jlace where he was perhaps killed. 


POLICE NOTIFIED. 


The police office was notified and she 


:old the officers of her suspicions and 
that there could be no other reason for 
icr husband's 
disappearance.

TKe 
mother is heartbroken to be sure, but 
bears herself bravely as she eajerly 
awaits every coming . footstep hopeful 
that it may be a messenger with good 
news for her. Each comer had, as had 
each call at the telephone proved a dis- 
appointment but' her strong, hopeful 
spirit was still in the mastery and she 
greeted the caller with a smile which 
was at once a welcome and a query. 
Seated in the cosy sitting room it was 
plain that John Jacobsen never wilfully 
absented himself from his home last 
night. There is comfort and happiness 
expressed on every hand and the three 
curly headed little girls who are so eag- 
erly awaiting for some news of their fa- 
ther are a mountain of wealth to any 
home. 


. - LEFT FOR THE STORE, 
"We were absent from home yesterday 


afternoon," said Mrs. Jncobsen, "having 
spent the afternoon nt the home of my 
husband's father at 1240 Schiller street. 
We arrived home a little before 0 o'clock 
nnd having had supper we were all in the 
sitting room listening to the playing 
upon the piano by one of the ladies who 
board with us. Shortly after 7 o'clock he 
started, as was his regular custom to go 
down to. the store to turn on the lights. 
He was in an excellent humor all day, 
and in fact he was seldom otherwise, 'His 
health was of the best and he had made 
no complaints in that direction for some 
time. After waiting a while for him to 
come home I -retired, awakening about 
10 o'clock. I was anxious at his ab- 
sence nnd got up and after waiting until 
10:30 o'clock I went to my father's home 
on Lafayette avenue thinking that per- 
haps he'might have gone to my father's 
church to attend the evening service and 
afterwards gone home with him for o 
short time. He hnd not been there and 
we then all went to the store where we 
failed to find any trace of him. We

WASHINGTON, April 10.—The first 
'hilippine census' report, giving the pop- 
.I.ition of the 342 islands as 7,835,42C> 
f whom nearly 7,000,000, or fourteen- 
.fteenths, are citizens and all but 647,- 
40 are Christians, practically all of them 
latholics, is ready for distribution. 
The density of population 
is sixty- 


jeven per square mile. In continental 
United' States it is twenty-six per 
square mile. . 


.Three-fifths of the population live in 


villages of less than 1,000 inhabitants, 
and 4 per cent in towns of over 5,000. 


Thus the average, death rate for 1902; 
was 03.3 per thousand. 


The mortality returns for 1902 indi- 


cate that the wot season is the most fa- 
tal period of the ycai—nearly one half 
of all deaths occurring in July, August,- 
September and October, but this tend- 
ency may have been emphasized by tho 
prevalence of cholera. 


Malarial fever is always prevalent in 


the islands, and" is responsible for' ft. 
large proportion of deaths. 


Beriberi and smallpox are of frequent' 


occurrence in the islands. An epidemic 
of smallpox often appears during the 
-warmer portions of the year. In Ifl02~ 
there were 14,360 deaths from this cause 
alone. Some of the maladies which, are 
so frequent and fatal in temperate zone*, 
are practically unknown. Among these 
are 
typhoid 
fever, diphtheria, croup, 


meningitis, pneumonia and heart dis- 
ease. 


Among the Filipinos themselves there 


are 1,326 physicians, 676 priests, and 727 
lawyers. 


Although the Filipino families.have 


been diminished in size by insurrections 
and cholera, the average family consists 
of 4.7 persons, and this is stil! about 
equal to that of the United States. 


Ninety-four per cent of all the dwell- 


ings are made of nipa or similar mater- 
ial, and most of them are therefore not 
houses in the sense that we use the 
term, but temporary structures which 
serve for a. few years only. 


The number of female wage earners in 


the Philippines is proportionately double 
that of the United States and three-- 


There are four towns with a population 
exceeding 10,000 each, and 
thirty-five 


with a population, exceeding 5,000. Man- 
ila is the only incorporated city in the 
islands, and its inhabitants number 219,- 
928. 


Exclusive'of the army there are 8,135 


Americans in the islands, and they are 
located in nearly one-half of the muni- 
cipalities. 


Of the eight civilized tribes the larg- 


est is that of the Visayans, who occupy 
most of the islands lying between Lu- 
zon and Mindanao, and form nearly one- 
lalf of the entire civilized population-. 
Tagalogs occupy the '• provinces in the 
vicinity of Manila. They rank second, 
with a little more than one-fifth of the 
civilized peoples, and the llocanos rank 
third, with 
approximately 
one-eighth. 


Among the wild tribes the Moros are 
the most numerous, comprising about 
two-fifths of the non-Christian popula- 
tion. 


The average age of the population is 


23.9 years, while that for 
continental 


United States is 2G.3 years, and that for

The Mt. Pleasant road question prom-

ONE-THIRD OF SCHOOL AGE. 


Of the civilized population over one- 


third arc of school age, between 5 and 
17, at-d two-thirds are under 30 years of 
age. Fifty-six and four-tenths per cent 
are unmarried, a proportion slightly less 
than that of the United States and far 
below that of the West Indies and coun- 
tries of Europe. 


- More than half of the population can, 
neither read nor write in any language, 
and of. the'44.5 per cent able to read 
less than one-half can write, while the 
number able to both read .and write con- 
stitutes only one-fifth of the population 
at least lo'years of age. Only 1.5 per 
cent have received a sxipcrior education, 
thus the condition regarding literacy 
closely resembles that of Porto Rico. 


The number attending school is 811,- 
15. 
Tlie males of voting age -form nearly 
ne-fourth of the total Christian popu- 
ation, and of this number only about 
mc-third are literate. Ninety-seven per 
cent of the males of voting age are of 
Filipino citizenship. 


At the date of the census there were 


2,002 schoolhouses in the archipelago, an 
.vcrage of three for each municipality. 


Six thousand teachers are employed, 


four-fifths of whom are Filipinos, rcceiv- 
ng an average salary of $125.02. The 
average public school teacher has charge

voters to vote, suppose it was the other 
way and tho procedure provided sulli- 
cient inducement for the people lo vote. 
Here arc largo cities with immense reg- 
istrations and 11 pood third of the regis- 
tration not voting, nnd pretty much the 
same condition existing in smaller towns 
and cities. Perhaps if some things were 
changed giving the value of a vote one 
hundred per cent, citizens would as » 
i-ulo hasten to the polling booths to get 
that hundred per font. But for one 
thing the caw with which the law will 
disfranchise the'best of citizens for tho 
most frivolous reasons and yet permit 
the foreigner to1' vote who hits been in 
this country but six months and as in 
most state* but a year, though for a. full 
sized naturalization paper it takes five 
years, is enough to naturally thoroughly 
discourage the well menuing 


The law disfranchises for literally no 


reason at all the honest citizen, but the 
repeater, the ignorant foreigner wlio can 
not even apeak English or read Knglish 
nover fails to vole, his honesty is nev- 
er 
so -squeamish that 
if lie thinks of 


some little hitch the kindly law inter- 
venes, it is not going to be mentioned. 


Our laws to encourage voting provide 


if a citizen who has lived in :i voting 
precinct or ward or county or state ever 
so many years is so thoughtless as to 
inovo out of his own particular precinct 
or ward, the day before an election, and 
therefore 1ms not gained a residence as 
the law provides of thirty days or so, lie 
is as much disfranchised as the African 
Timbucloo native, lie cannot vote t!ic 
next clay either in his old precinct or his 
now, thus the law encourages citizenship. 


It might naturally be presumed by the 


thoughtless citizen that one changing 
his residence in a. manner that took him 
out of the precinct, certainly could vote 
in his old precinct, though he could not 
in the new because he had not lived the 
sufficient number of days there, but the 
luw so desirous of encouraging people to 
voto, disfranchises hint for his illegal act 
of moving without thought, not giving 
him time to gain a residence in the new 
precinct. \Vc now have a primary law 
assorted with much assortiveness gives 
tho people the rights they have been so 
deprived of all these years. Vet this 
law or the general election law, it doesn't 
matter which is to blame, heavily lines a 
citizen—for 
is not disfranchisemcnt 
a 


heavy fine—if ho has not 
the 
fore- 


thought to possess the spirit of prophecy 
nnd arrange things so he can (it in any 
intended change of residence a month 
ahead. If he is unable to do this, he is 
fined if he moves in leas time than will 
bo sufficient to gain him a legal residence 
in tho new voting place. 


Of all the pretentious laws, enacted to 


protect the citizen, where is there any 
law to encourage the voter. Where is 
there a law that will give every citizen 
the right lo vote regardless of the miser- 
able, provisions for disfranchising people 
for the lack of the spirit of prophecy. 
Should not every citizen have nn unques- 
tioned right to vote in a precinct where 
there is no lack of witnesses to prove he 
has voted there for years, though un- 
fortunately and thoughtlessly, he moved 
out of the precinct, not providing -suffi- 
cient time to gain the required time in 
his new precinct, and very possibly the 
B»id citizen never supposed such a thing. 
Tho law should provide no citizen shall 
bo disfranchised for any such cause as 
changing his residence, and he sliould b 
entitled to vote in his old precinct until 
ho has gained n residence in the now. 
There would, however, be no trouble at 
all for the most ignorant person, not 
even talking or reading English to de- 
posit his vote, a little naturalization or 
first citizenship pawr certifiying he hm' 
lived in Wisconsin six months, would let

Think 
of it, three-fourths of the Chicago hotels 
with move or less violations of the fire 
and building ordinances. The following 
is one of tho paragraphs in the report of 
the inspectors, as published in a Chicago 
paper:

ST. PETERSBURG, April 10.—The out 


burst of enthusiasm aroused in military 
and naval circles at the prospect o{ a sea 
fight which may change the whole com- 
plexion o£ the war finds no echo in the 
liberal press which views with something 
akin to alarm even the remote possibil- 
ity of n turn of fortune which would 
strengthen the government at home. The 
chauvinistic organs, however, tire filled 
with long articles discussing Admiral Ro- 
jestvcnsky's chances, but they are all 
based on the theory that the whole squa 
dron has reached the China sea. The No- 
voe Vrcmj'a highly commends the ad- 
miral for having safely accomplished the 
difficult feat of bringing the squadron 
through declaring the die is now cast. 
The Bourse Gazette manifests undisguis- 
ed pleasure nt tho score in British ship- 
ping circles and the flurry in insurance 
rates produced by the sudden eppeav;mce 
of the Russian squadron 
ofT Singapore 


after the British had convinced them- 
selves that the squadron would never go 
to the far east. "Japan" says the Bourse 
Gazette, now stands to lose the mastery 
of the sea together with the fruits of nil 
her successes on land," 


Other papers e.vpross' doubt as to whe- 


ther a sea fight is imminent, expressing 
the opinion that Rojestvensky is likely 
to await Rear Admiral NebogatofT and 
that Admiral Togo will retire closer to 
liis base before accepting battle. 


Strict orders have been issued to the 


officers on duty at the admiralty not to 
make public any portion of the long re- 
port which arrived here yesterday from 
Singapore. 


THIXK TOGO JS ENTRAPPED. 


12:40 a. m.—There is reason to believe 


that Vice Admiral Rojestvensky's en- 
trance into the China sea has been iol- 
lowed by orders for the cruisers Gromo- 
boi, Russia, and Bogatyr, which have 
been ready for sometime nt Vladivostok, 
to put to sea. Whether fi, is the inten- 
tion to send them south immediately or 
to hold them in the vicinity of Vladivos- 
tok is not known. 


Their appearance outside the roadstead 


of Vladivostok would constitute a poten- 
tial threat against Admiral Togo's rear 
which will compel the retention in or de- 
spatch of a number of heavy fighting 
ships to Japanese waters. Thus Admiral 
Togo seems to be virtually pluced be- 
tween two fires.

It is said they may bo 
following as a second division. No anx- 
iety is manifested at the admiralty where 
tbo Associated Press was informed in re- 
ply to a question that "the foreign press 
and the Japanese were probably more 
worried about the location of the vessels 
than we are."
